Wild Animals of Maine.-No. I 


Tin* <‘alitreu or C rlboo. 

Cm-us Turautlus. — Tina animal is 
of the ilccr 9pccie.-*, rather larger ihnn 
the common deer and between the 
moose and deer. I should have com 
meneed my description of these sni- 
noala at the moose or largest of the 
deer tribe, hud it not been for a cir 
cuinstance which happened on my late 
tour in the upji.-r part of Oxford 
Clounly, which brings vividly to uiy 
mind tliis specir* at this time. 

The C-nboo reSetuhles at a di>tauc. 
iht ui 'ose of about two years old—i< 
weighs from 200 to 250 lha. liv> 
weight, is of a dark brawn color in 
wiuter, ou the upper part, sud pure 
white between ihe limbs ; in summer 
they more resemble the common deer 
in ci lor being of u reddish brown.— 
They ubiaiu iheir full growth at the 
age o! five years—the tern ales Lave no 
horns—ihe auth-raol the males obtain 
the length of about two and one hall 
feet, Very variab'e in lorm and often 
palitiated aud pointed—with a brown 
antler, main stem directed backward 
and then curving forward. 

The hoof of this auimal ia round 
ai d broad l.kc the common ox and un¬ 
like the moose Or common deer which 
are pointed. They are likewise die 
tingniabed from others of the deeri 
tribe by their rotundity or rnunduess 
of form aud limbs. Their gait il a 
sort of trot on a bard Loll urn, and a 
jump on deep soft snows—when start¬ 
ed iliey invariably jump from 20 to 30 
feet tn a leap fur some lime aud it re- 
uiiuda one ot the railroad cars when 
they pass you ; In fact I fully believe 
that for tbe first half hour after being 
fairly started that no locomotive eauld 
bold a lantern in a dark night for them 
to lisvel by. They spread their hoofs 
very wide aud settle ou their hauuohea 
aud jump very much like the devil or 
rabbit 

While paasing through a large 
swamp at the foot of a large mountain 
on the first day of last month, near tha 
heed ef Mollydiuukemunatik Lake I 
fell in with ihe tracks of this animal 
and followed on the tame until nearly 
dark in hopes of getting a sight of him, 
and aa I was about to quit ihe truck 
and prepare for camping I had a 
glirapee of h i body aa he furiously <hr- 
led through tbe underwood which was 
very thick. I lollowed on u little,, 
merely to see at what rate of apead be 
m fang, auppoeiug that he had I 
surely pM from this vie ini £y some 


miles away—like the moose, who in. 
variably mako directly off when start¬ 
ed, hut imagine my surprise wlieu on 
retracing my steps I found he had 
circled and crossed his tracks not mi 
ny rod* from me and in a few minutes 
time; I then followed a bit farther 
and found he actually continued to 
circle in smaller or larger circles and 
made off in ibis manner in the direc¬ 
tion of the mountain. I then retain 
ed to camp by a little brook in tlieim. 
mcdiaie vicinity, fully believing that 
I might have some fine sport the next 
day. 

Early the next morning I fell in 
with Mr. Charles H. Goodwin who 
lakes care of the upper darn CD the 
river between Muostaiuaguutic and 
Molly chunk- m'Uik Lakes- *<ut Bear* h 
iug ior timber to make driving piles 
for lumbering operations, and easily 
induced him to jnip me in stalking the 
Carabao. \Y e continued on the track 
up the rides of the mountain continu¬ 
ing to crisscross and circle ou his 
■ racks until nearly nooo when we 
came to a large field of hardwood 
growth and very open woods where 
the anow was literally trodden down 
ior the space of perhaps one third of a 
mile square in every direction—the 
snirnal leeming to have no idea of ilia 
maneuvers—no purpose but to travel 
to ami fro in the wildest confusion of 
ceeontricity. We here loat all rega- 
larily of following him aud sat down 
and took a cold lunch. After resting 
a few moments we devised a new plan 
of operation which waa to take the 
outside trail teparate and surround.— 
We itarted and in less than fifteen 
minutes I had the lack of seeing him 
ahead of me about ten rods, I imme¬ 
diately gave him my right hand bar¬ 
rel containing one onnea bullet—left 
hand Llnwcl but did not go—contain¬ 
ing luck shot, mean time Charles 
came up on the run and tbe Cariboo 
went off for twenty or thirty roda as | 
I if he had a long journey to make and | 
a very sho. t time to make it in—bat 
she was wounded and by the time 
Charles had given her the contents of 
his pistol and I my left nf hc-ge shot, 
she acemed to thick she had uccoiti- 
pliabod her journey,^nd she was ours. 
This was about the time John Broun 
swung off, on the 2d day of last montli. 
By tho way this waa the first shot of 
the kind that Mr. Goodwin ever en¬ 
joyed Lnt I think it may bat he the 
last, for he is of the real btuod and will 
make in lime a first rate bonier. 

This anini il is a female weighing 
about two hundred pounds, I have 
not skinned her yet—expecting to tax 
idirrny her as the species are nearly 
extinet in this part of the state.— 
They formerly went in large drovet, 
they are esteemed for the fiui fluvorof 
Iheir fleali and the fineness of their 
hides for sno^aboea ns the thonga ol 
their *kius will grow tighter aa yan 
moisten it, unlike the moose which 
stretches as it is soaked. The far al i 
so makes a most suitable sleigh robe 
or overcoat aa it ia very compact, con 
taining two aorta, far and hair malted 
very solid together in winch, according* 
to “Buffon" the Laplanders frequently 
camp over uijjLt with no other cover¬ 
ing or fire in the northern region a. 

There is however ■ diversity of 
opinions among Naturalists aa regards 
the Cariboo and the Reindeer—many 
coofound them t igether, some mention 
one or tha oliter in tbeir work*, aa tf 
they were the same, and snow «ll 
tbcm the same, and others again make 
«vw two separate species of the Cari¬ 
boo awd a distinct dais ef reindeer. 

I disk (here ia b«t one aperies of' 
Cariboo in oar flute and no Reindeer 
■nlesa this animal in the two combined. 
“Henry H. Hetkot” m Ua (Frank 
Foresten 1 ) “Field Sports” eaUs the 
Cariboo the 11 Volfo” of Reindeer and 


describes them together. “Uoffon” 
describe* the Reindeer, butanyaawth- 
ing of the Cariboo—so slew does tba 
work entitled “Library of Nalaal 
History” m work compiled from assay 
outliers. In “Night’s Hoaewa afAa* 
imatod Nature” I find a aeperatmdes¬ 
cription of Uarihoo and fliiriiariute 
subjects in the Zoologiral 6wd«»,sa 
Loudon, England. Ho aaya the Ram- 
deer both male and female have aal- 
Icra and cuniue teeth aud abed their 
antlers every winter except the cas¬ 
trated malea among the Ksqoimaax— 
which he affiima atopa the shedwig ef 
tbe horn*. 

“Buffun” sayi the females go eight 
io on tli a with young and have one at n 
time which continue to follow its moth¬ 
er for about two years Tbe proper 
food of the Cariboo in winter ia bom 
of trees especially the beech tree, and 
in lunmer wild gram and browse. 

I am decidedly of opixion that tbe 
Cariboo and Reindeer are one and tbe 
same animal but by living in different 
climates, and living on different food, 
Naturalists Lave been able to mo 
sionic small difference in antlers and 
l<erliaps color (caused by the above) 
and io they take them for aeparaf e 
species. 

I have a Cariboo “si □noted’' which 
I shot six yeara ago on the icc of the 
Richardson Lake—this ia m female 
about the stie of the one described 
above hut rather lighter color owing 
probably to its being later in the sea¬ 
son an the fur of all animals blemoh or 
fade aa the season advances—thaao 
two Cariboo are ail I have rrer woen 
and many hunters from different parts 
of the State have told me that the 
species are almost extinet ia Maine. 
I think the Cariboo may be eaaily 
shot by qnietly stalking about at ran¬ 
dom where they are travailing, as they 
are juat aa likely to blonder on le yon 
as to go from yata, and they do not 
sectn to mind n noise or scent n man. 

For my next I will tell yoo some¬ 
thing about the moose.
